"Lick Our Three Best Ships at 


Once, and Not Fight Much, 


Either." 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Much specu- 


lation l.s indulged in by naval oHlcers 
respecting the possibilities of u conflict 
In Behring ben. Tho vessels of the 
United Stales navy that can be put into 
the.so waters within u reasonable time, 
have already been named in thesis dis- 
patches. England hns now three men- 
of-war in the north Pacific, and U would 
take hnr but a few weeks at most to 
rende/.vous her Chinese, Japanese and 
Australian squadrons in those waters. 
Only cue of the three vessels now there 
in 
regard ml 
as formidable by our 


naval 
men, but 
she in so large 


that our heaviest cruirer would be 
but a pleasure craft alongside of her, 
and England owns a do/.cn just such 
men.nt'-war within easy distance, of the 
theater of possible hostilities. The War- 
spite is the name of the dreaded vessel, 
tlu- flagship of the English squadron, 
nml Hho is heavily armored with the 
most recent plant. She has a displace- 
ment of M.'IOO tons, while our largest 
man-of-war has but 4,500. She was 
built in Chatham, England, in'80, and 
was refitted a year ago. Her horse- 
power is 10,000 and her speed over a 
Ifivt'ii mile was 10.75 knots per hour, 
but her nominal speed is about 15.

< lutlinfi or Hotehkiss guns, and has two 
torpedo tubes and four carriages for the 
purpose of exploding the Whitheud tor- 
pedoes. She is beyond doubt the best- 
eiiuipped man-of-war iu the matter of 
iruiis in the world. Her sister ship, the 
linperiuse, of the same sixe,has na large 
iruns, but not quite as many of them. 
A CMinmamler in the navy said that the 
Warsnitt' eould, as ho expressed it, 
"lielc any three ships we had at once, 
anil not have much of a fight either." 


The other two vesselsin the squadron, 


the Champion and Melpomene, how- 
ever, would be easy prey for our ships, 
as they are. unarinorod. The latter is 
built of sttH'l, but not thick enough to 
withstand the big- guns of the Balti- 
more or Xew York. She is rated as a 
third-class cruiser with u displacement 
of -..'.mo tons, w.uui) horse-power, and an 
average speed of about 15 knots per 
hour. Her draught is seventeen feet 
and her steaming radius is 8,000 miles. 
She is 'J0."j feet long and has a beam of 
forty-one feot. Her guns consist of six 
0-ine.li breech-loading rifles weighing 
live tons each, ten rapid firing and three 
HotchUisH guns. Tho batteries of the 
Melpomene and Yorktowa are almost 
identical. Tho Baltimore would give 
the Warsplte the hardest light as she 
can outsail her and is very heavily ar- 
mored. 


Tho Champion is superior to the Mel- 


pomciiu for fighting purposes, as her 
battery is vory heavy for her class and 
consists of four fl-inch and eight 5-inoh 
rapid-tiring and six Uotchkiss guns. In 
mtdition to this she has on board twen- 
ty-one submarine fish torpedoes, pro 
jei'tiles that can be launched and will 
propel themselves on the water's edge to 
the objective ship, Her displacement is 
S,:wo tor.s. Her length of beam, speed 
and coal bins are ubotit the same as the 
Melpomene.

In- 
lian trade had boon thrown into confu* 
siou and her merchants badly handi- 
capped by the same cause. 


The Indian government had remitted 


;o England between 1H71. and 18'Jl, for 
xoine charges, etc., *Jti'J,UOO,l)UO pounds 
sterling, and had lost thereon 00,01)0,000 
>ounds, which was really a tribute to 
England, unjustly wrung from India, 
t was a tribute imposed by indiffer- 
ence, stupidity and ignorance. It was a 
?earful burden which1 England ought at 
once to remove. Nothing, said the1 
ipcnkcr, prevented a speedy and com- 
plete deliverance of India from her 
inaneial troubles and misfortunes, but 
-lie inveterate obstinacy and prejudice 
of Great Britain in preventing America 
and France from immediately restoring 
silver to its proper value, which could 
>e done with u stroke of the pt'ii, with- 
out causing loss to any human being.

WASHINGTON-, March 29.—Gen. H. V.

Hut the primary dis- 
closure is always from a senator and

The fact is 
that correspondents universally recog- 
nxe the obligations under which these 
tfiict'rs are to the senate and do not ap- 
iroach them with forbidden questions 
ibout 
executive 
proceedings. 
The 


present move against thorn is not only 
unjust but to those whose business it is 
to obtain executive proceedings and 
who both know how to do it. and do it, 
the movement is ludicrous to the last 
degree. It becomes a case where men 
make children of themselves and outdo 
infants during the period in which they 
take leave of tlieir senses. 


'If the senate should expel all who 


are disclosed by au investigation as hav- 
ing made known executive secrets, and 
should then call the correspondents and 
tho latter should rise to answer the 
senate would almost immediately find 
itself not only without a quorum, but 
without a numerous minority unless it 
rescinded the order to expel. Nothing 
but the refusal of the correspondents to 
answer saves the semi to'for a day when 
it orders investigations. 


'At the lust farce of this kind mem- 


bers of the committee on investigations 
asked questions which they would never 
have ventured to ask if they had not 
been entirely confident they would not 
be answered.

XKW OIU.KAXS, March 29.—Oretna, a 


small town just opposite thus city, was 
the scene.

Sunday a party of men went from 


(Jretna to llarvy's canal tir fish. They 
became involved therein a quarrel with 
a party of nej^roos In-ailed by one Jack 
Tilnian, during which a number of 
shots were exchanged, resulting in the 
wounding of five of the whites. When 
the whites returned with their wounded 
to Uretna. there was gnat excitement 
and in the evening u party of regulators 
were formed who proceeded to the resi- 
dence of Tilman and riddled him with 
bullets. The purty then visited the negro 
quarters at Harvey's canal, but the in- 
habitants had taken the alarm and fled. 
Further trouble is expected.

Annual Meeting of the Illinois O. 


A. B. at the Capital. 


The 26th annual encampment of the 


Illinois Department, Grand Army ot the 
Republic, a gathering ot veteran com- 
rades who made Decatur ham for a week 
a year ago on the occasion of tbe 25th 
or silver anniversary, will bo held at 
Springfield, April 7 and 8, and will at- 
tract a very large crowd to the capital. 
The sessions will be held in the Acsambly 
chamber in the state house. 
On the 


evening of April 6, tbe ladies of the W. 
R 0. will give a reoeption to the veteran;. 
Deoatur and Macon county posts will be 
largely represented at the gathering. 


The annual report ot tbe Adjutant- 


General will will show that the depart, 
ment is in a remarkably flourishing 
condition. 
Daring the year twenty- 


seven new poets were established, making 
the total number ot posts in good stand- 
ing 626, with a total membership of 32,- 
884, an increase ot 1,050 over last year. 
During the year $12,316 were expended 
in charities, not a cent of which went 
outside the state, leaving a balance in the 
bank to the credit ot the relief fund of 
$11,123, while the amoutt remaining in

poat-quartermestars 


throughout the department aggregates 
(29,021. The President of tbe Woman's 
Relief Corps will report that in 1891 
96,865 was expended for relief by that 
body, and 91,313 was turned over to 
various Grand Army poets for disburse- 
ment, leaving a balance on band of 
92,308.

manilorehip is Oaptnin Edwin Harlan, 
who ia credited to W. B. Archer Poet No. 
11, of Marshall, bin, who is a resident ot 
tbis city, holding u poeition as special 
treasury pgent under tbe government, 
with an office in the Custom House build- 
ing. Like his rival, he has an excellent 
record as a soldier. He enlisted as a 
member of tbe Twenty-tirst Illinois Reg- 
iment in May,ISfil,and when the regiment 
was finally organized was made captain 
of Company H, He served until wounded 
at the battle of Obickamauga by a rebel 
bullet, which made him a cripple for life. 
It is probablo that to Oapt. Harlan Gen. 
Grant owed much of the prominence be 
afterward attained, as it wufl he who pre- 
sented Grant's name to Governor Yatee 
and asked that he be appointed to tb'e 
colonelcy ot his regiment. He has the 
reputation of being a silted orator. Line 
Dr. McKinnie, he is a Republican and an 
ardent partisan. 


The oindi^nte for senior vice is R C. 


Coyner, of Puna. He has no opposition 
at present. For janior vice, W. L. 
Sebimpff, of Peoria; Capt. E. A. Keeler 
and B, F. Knowlea, of Chicago, are rivals.

The Illinois Central several 
weeks ago requested a cessation of ship- 
ments of grain by its lines, but it was 
(limply a temporary stoppage until the 
road could deliver to the elevator the 
grain already on hand, and in a few days 
the road will again receive consignments 
of cereals for export from New Orleans 
The Illinois Central may build an eleva- 
tor to meet a growing demand for facili 
tics."

Ships Wracked In Fair Weather. 


Very few persons know tho number of 


ships that have never been heard from 
after leaving port: In Great Britain 
alono, in 1873-4, there were 80 vessels 
missing; in 187-W5, 187, and in 1875-0, 
101 j between 1804 and 1869, of 10,588 re- 
ported lost the fates of 840 are unknown, 
and even this list is less than more ac- 
curate information would show. A 
careful investigation of causes of wreck- 
ago shows many causes and unexpected 
results. Among other general princi- 
ples that have been deduced is that over 
one-half the wrecks occur when the 
wind blows less than a fresh gale, or 
when a ship, if properly found, manned 
and navigated, could keep tho sea with 
safety. From 1864 to 1874, 229 vessels 
were wrecked during calm weather; 860 
in light airs; 1,010 in light breezes; 405 
in gentle breezes, 1,689 in moderate 
breezes, 2,131 in fresh breezes, 2,828 ir 
strong breezes, 819 in moderate gales 
1,020 in fresh gales, 4^20 in strong gales 
1,921 in whole gales, S73 in storma, «6C 
in hurricanes, 57 variable and 639 un 
known.—Providence Journal.
